view by looking through smoked 
glass. A piece of ordinary window 
glass which has been held over an 
open flame is highly effective in 
observing an eclipse.

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PROGRESSIVE DAIRYMEN 


During the last few months leaders of 


the dairying industry, Wisconsin's biggest, 
best and most valuable, have shown that 
the progressive and ingenious spirit which 
built here the leading dairy producing en- 
terprise in America exists stilL 


During April the Wisconsin Dairy In- 


dustries asEociation, a private and cooper- 
atne organization formed to pull dairy- 
men out of the mire of surplus production, 
is finishing a campaign for subscriptions 
to a $100,000 dairy 
advertising 
fund 


which will be spent in an intensive pub- 
licity and promotion effort reaching all 
parts of the country and extending into 
foreign markets. 


That goal has not yet been reached, 


probably because the territory to be cov- 
ered by the association's agents is great, 
and the idea of voluntary contributions 
by farmers to an advertising fund is 
brand new. 


We believe, however, that the project 


deserves support, and we hope that the 
fund is raised. Although there are certain 
imperfections in the plan, including the 
fact that the farmer will pay the whole 
advertising bill while other elements in 
the industry will profit by the results 
along with him, it is also true that the 
farmer has the greatest stake in higher 
milk and dairy prices and higher con- 
sumption. Such details can be straight- 
ened out next year, if the program is suc- 
cessful and it is continued. 


The present campaign shows that Wis- 


consin farm leaders have looked around 
them and learned a lesson. They have 
seen how" the southern, citrus growers, by 
advertising and pooled promotion efforts, 
have increased consumption 
of their 


crops, and thereby sales and profits. They 
have seen potato growers in other parts 
of the country do likewise, and they have 
reasoned that neither has had the advan- 
tage of universally necessary, mass con- 
sumed, health-giving products such as 
milk, butter and cheese. 


One half of the farm income of Wis- 


consin comes in the form of rnilk checks. 
Ninety per cent of all the farms in Wis- 
consin are milking cows. Wisconsin pro- 
duces about 12,000,000 pounds of milk a 
year, and that amount of milk brings 
annually about $220,000,000 at the fac- 
tory. 
A variation of one cent per 100 


pounds of milk means a million dollars a 
year in the pockets of Wisconsin dairy- 
men. 


It doesn't require much imagination, 


therefore, as Director Ralph Ammon of 
the state department of agriculture recent- 
ly observed, to see that if the farmer suc- 
ceeds in his attempt to improve and ex- 
pand his market by contributing his own 
funds to an advertising program, it will 
help all of us. 


Dairy prices and their effect on farm 


income are of paramount importance to 
every citizen of Wisconsin, regardless of 
his occupation or address. 


There are two primary possibilities for 


the farmer, v.-ith the support of the state 
government, in improving the economic 
position of the dairying industry. 
The 


first is concerted action for improvement 
in quality, particularly important today 
because of the threat of competitive pro- 
ducing areas such as the south. The sec- 
ond is advertising, intensive and exten- 
sive advertising to pound home to the 
American citizen that milk is a premier 
human food. 


Both possibilities are now being ex- 


ploited by Wisconsin dairymen and the 
state department of agriculture. We wish 
them success, and await u,ih interest 
the results of an admirable decision for 
self-help by one of the most important 
groups comprising the state's population. 


questions are entirely sincere. Many are 
not. 


The purpose of the census is not alone

Senator LaFollette is the first choice 


for "Ideal United States senator" among 
Washington 
newspaper 
correspondents, 


closely followed by Danaher of Connecti- 
cut and Lodge of Massachusetts. 


These choices were made upon the 


standard of "integrity, ability and general 
attributes." Over a year ago a well de- 
fined poll of correspondents, 
selecting 


senatorial leaders m respect to certain 
specific qualification, gave Senator LaFol- 
lette first place for industry. 


As we construe the present poll it is 


wholly without significance in relation to 
politics but an attempt merely to appraise 
qualities of heart, mind and disposition 
that strike those voting as admirable for 
the position. We do not see how Wiscon- 
sin's senator could be thus selected for 
distinction unless he was considered as 
having poise and patience, tolerance and 
good faith as well as ability, industry 
and integrity. 


While the qualifications that men see 


at close range are often lost in the con- 
fusion of an election battle and the best 
qualified may be trampled over by those 
but ill-fitted for high office, nevertheless 
a considerable share of the public are 
influenced in their voting by what they 
believe a candidate has of manly qualifi- 
cations just as much as by what he prom- 
ises to do or what they think he will do. 
It would be quite impossible to eliminate 
from our system of government the mat- 
ter of political platforms and programs, 
and yet it may be fairly well doubted 
that when our government came into ex- 
istence it was expected that any par- 
ticular stress would be put upon such mat- 
ters to the exclusion of the learning and 
general fitness of the candidate. 


Our fathers expected that the people 


would choose "the best from among them" 
to represent them in legislative halls and 
therefore that the standard of govern- 
ment would be that of the most manly, 
the most tolerant, the most industrious 
and the most talented. 


It was a pretty theory, and it worked 


right well for quite a while. But with the 
advent of our screaming, pushing and de- 
manding minorities, talent and general 
fitness have often been sacrificed for emp- 
ty and reckless promises. 
And if those 


who were induced to vote for Ham-an'- 
Eggs candidates and those carrying the 
banner for similar Utopian schemes found 
on their tongues only a bitter taste what, 
one may fairly ask, could they expect?

Last of the great "ages" which have 


shaped modes of living was, in this coun- 
try, the "industrial age" which came in 
a hundred years ago with the development 
of steam power. Now, say astute observ- 
ers, we are moving into another age. 
Some call it the age of synthetics; others 
say it is in reality a chemical revolution. 


By whatever name, there is no doubt 


that the substitution of man-made ma- 
terials for natural materials is increasing 
rapidly. 
The use of chemically created 


substances in place of natural resources 
has been extended greatly in the last 10 
years. For instance, 40 per cent of Du 
Font's total sales are now derived from 
12 new synthetic products. 


Considering that the average length of 


time icquired to develop a major industry 
from a new chemical discovery, the age of 
chemical revolution, or the age of syn- 
thetics, is just beginning. 


The changes in manufacturing proc- 


esses likely 1n result arc almost beyond 
contemplation 
Inevitably a number of 


industries now using natural materials 
will pass out of the picture, their place 
to be taken by new processes capable of 
turning out synthetics which are cheaper 
and al least as good or even better than 
natural materials. 
The use of catalysts 


and the rearrangement of molecules and 
atoms, and the development of still other 
miracles in the laboratory will compel the 
abandonment of many processes which 
have been successful in the past. As in all 
evolution, there will .be some regret at 
the passing of the old. 


However, a compensatory thought is 


lhat this chemical revolution is offering 
substitutes for materials which we would 
eventually exhaust if we continued to 
lake Ihcm from nature—for nature's sup- 
ply of certain things is limited.

In other words, 
when one leading company is rea- 
day to risk its own prestige and 
good will on the advice of its en- 
gineers _and when the one member 
of the communications commission I 


sets, the chairman and his associates 
arbitrarily interpose theJr obstruc- 
tive judgment and take refuge in 
the vague phrases of a law which

please. Their excuse is an alleged 
fear that one company might get 
ahead of the others and the pub- 
lic—mostly rich people—may buy 
sets that grow obsolete.

A generous planting hole should 


Make it 6 or more inches 
deeper than tho balled roots and a 
foot or more wider. This allows for 
soil improvement around thc speci- 
men. The excavated soil should be 
placed on burlap bags, thoroughly 
broken up and enriched with sev- 
eral handfuls of chemicals fertiliz- 
er. Peat moss or leaf mold can be 
mixed at the same time to improve 
water retention of the soil. 


Shovel in a little of the thorough- 


ly mixed soil, then set the speci- 
men so that it rests just a trifle 
deeper than it did in the nursery. 
Continue with the shoveling until 
the hole Is filled, then compact the 
soil by tamping. A hole about 3 
inches deep will be left after thc 
soil is firmed. Water thoroughly

soloist. Joachim also sent his young 
charge to visit Paderewski, who was 
so enchanted with the youth's abil- 
ity that he prevailed upon him to

When Rubinstein made his Amer- 


ican debut in 1906, he appeared in 
Philadelphia with the Philadelphia 
orchestra, playing the E Minor Con- 
certa of Chopin; in New York, at his 
Carnegie hall concert, he chose the 
G. Minor Concerto of Saint-Saens. 


Only a few months before, in in- 


troducing him to the Concert Socie- 
ty of Paris, (a fraternal organiza- 
tion 
of professional 
musicians) 


Saint-Saens had said: "Allow me to 
introduce to you one of the greatest 
artists I know. I foresee for him 
an admirable career, and to say it 
all in a few words—he is worthy

State officials prefer that the 
groundwork in the area plan be laid 
by individual and voluntary testing 
programs, according to Dr. Larson. 


State -reports show that 38 per 


cent of all the cattle in the state 
have Salready been tested for Bang's 
disease, and-that the percentage o' 
infection has been reduced from 
14 per cent to 8. per cent.

The state has available from its 


own funds for this year's eradica- 
tion program a total of $350,000 for 
Bang's indemnities. Farmers retain

REPAIR YOUR BOATS BEFORE 


THE SEASON STARTS 


By Sir Olson 


A 


FTER a boat is once put in the 
water for the fishing season 
it would be a strange angler 


who would be content to beach it 
and do any repair work, and so in 
many cases boats badly in need of 
repair are used through an entire 
season. 


Such a practice is damaging to 


the craft and will necessitate fre- 
quent bailing if there are leaks. The 
boat will get water logged, if it is 
wooden, and after such treatment 
will be heavy to row and worth 
little for the future. A well kept 
boat should last for an indefinite 
number of seasons. 


Metal boats should be given even 


greater care than wooden for once 
they start to go to pieces there is 
little that can be done in the way 
of making effective repairs. 


Paint is the greatest protector of 


either wooden or metal boats and 
every season a boat which has re- 
ceived hard usage should be re- 
painted. The old paint should be 
carefully removed when it is at all 
thick, for otherwise the paint will 
not look well and will be lumpy 
and get blisters. The blisters will 
cause leaks and rotting wood or 
rusty metaL 


Oars should be painted or var- 


nished for protection against the 
water and other elements which 
may be damaging such as hot sun 
rays. Oars and paddles which are 
not treated with paint or varnish

Slowly but surely 
they 
learned 


facts about almost all the settled 
parts of the United States, 
and 


turned them in at 
Philadelphia, 


which at that time was serving as 
the American capital city. 


The marshals skipped one little 


place in the northwestern part of 
the country. That was the village 
of Detroit. It seemed too far away 
to be worth the hardship of going 
there for a census. 


The first American census 
was 


printed in a 56-page book. Com- 
pare that with 26,408 pages in one 
of the later census reports! 


New York was the largest city, 


with a population of 33,000. Phila- 
delphia was second. 


Virginia had more people 
than 


any other state, with 747.000. Penn- 
sylvania was second, with 434.000. 
The whole .United States of that 
time had less than 4,000,000 peo- 
ple.

Complex mineral mixtures aren't 


necessary in the dairy ration, ac- 
cording to a circular of the Wis- 
consin College of Agnculture 
re- 


ceived by J. F. Magnus, Outagamie 
county agrffu'tural agent. Only four 
minerals are listed m the circular 
as likely to be needed in the Wis- 
consin dairy ration. They are salt, 
iodine, phosphorus and lime. 


Bone meal or 
:-pecial steamed 


bone meal, n-hich is relatively odor- 
less and is for that reason recom- 
mended, is suggested as a mineral 
which may cotrect either a lime or 
phosphorus detioencv in rations of 
dairy cattle. The rucular points out i 
that bone meal ha« in it a great deal 
of lime as i\el' ss of phosphorus. 
. . . . in fart bone meal actually 
contains twice HS much lime as it 
does phosphorus 


Among some of the other satisfac- 


tory phosphate minerals are: spent 
bone black, raw bone meal, dical- 
dum phosphate, and rock 
phos- 


phate which has had the fluorine re- 
moved from it The phosphorus in 
these minerals is about equallv well 
assimilated by farm animals What- 
ever mineral supplies phosphorus 
the cheapest is ordinarily the thing 
to buy. . . . just so it is suitable 
and palatable 1o the animals 


Some mineral mixtures include 


such ingredients as sodium sulphate, 
epsom salts, 
sodium bicarbonate, 


flowers of sulphur, copperas, char- 
coal, licorice, fcmger, pontian. anise, 
yeast, tobacco, or molasses. The need 
for these ingredients in mineral 
mixtures for livestock has not yet 
been proved to the satisfaction of 
unbiased nutrition authorities, says 
the circular.
